Craft Said in Flames 
Before Landing 


LOS ANGELES. t.T’) — Possibil¬ 
ity that the costly transport liner 
in which nine persons rode to their 
death might have caught fire be¬ 
fore it crashed -was one of the 
tragic questions coroner Frank A. 
Nance said today he hoped to have 
an.swered in a public inquest to¬ 
morrow. 

He said he also is anxious to 
learn why the .180,000 plane that 
on a fog-mantled Mint 


crashed 

canyon ridge Monday was flying at 
such a low altitude vv'hen a regu¬ 
lar air liner safely spanned the 
.same area above the clouds. 

"Reports have come to my office 
that the plane might have caught 
fire before it crashed,” said the 
coroner, who added there have 
been rumors of sabotage which he 
regards as improbable. 

“In any event, it is certain the 
plane was afire before it came to 
its final resting place, 40 yards 
from where it first struck the 
ground. 

SWITCH LEFT ON 

"We want to know just when 
this fire broke out. There was evi¬ 
dence the pilot did not .shut off his 
ignition just before crashing, which 
is usually the first thing a pilot 
does when he sees he is going to 
crash, ^ 

"I want to know why the pilot 
of the cra-shed ship flew down as 
low as .600 feet through a soupy 
fog when the pilot of the other 
ship flew above the clouds and 
made a perfectly safe crossing 
over the mountains.” 

He referred to the Western Air 
Express plane that left the same 
port a few minutes later for Las 
Vegas.

CHICAGO. l.T) —Food tickets 
good for a limited supply of ra¬ 
tions were the only protection 
against starvation today for 91.000 
persons caught in Chicago's relief 
crisis. 

Funds for May relief checks ran 
out after 170,000 persons had been 
paid, leaving 34,000 families de¬ 
pendent upon foodstuffs fumi.shed 
by the federal surplus commodi¬ 
ties corporation. 

The rations, which heretofore 
supplemented cash relief, consisted 
of beans, butter, cabbage, celery, 
oranges and rice. Milk was avail¬ 
able only for children. 

All of the city's relief stations 
were closed except for emergency 
services because of an empty 
treasury. The closing brought out 
pickets bearing placards reading 
“soak the rich and feed the poor ' 
and "don't starve, fight.” 

P.elief officials looked to the 
special se.ssion of the legislature 
tomorrow for aid in the financial 
crisis. The difference between the 
amount available for relief and 
that needed by Chicago was es¬ 
timated at .$1,000,000 monthly.

Too Few Trained 
In Public Health, 
P.-T. A. Meet Told 


SALT LAKE CITY. Wl—The 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, nearing adjournment 
after a week's intensive consid¬ 
eration of home and school prob- 
blems, studied today a broad sur¬ 
vey of public health as presented 
by an executive of the American 
Medical association. 

"The greatest problem in pub¬ 
lic health today is the lack of 
adequately-trained personnel,” Dr, 
W, W. Bauer of Chicago, director 
of the A. M. A.'s bureau of health 
and public instruction told the 
convention. 

“If every county in the United 
States were to establish a full¬ 
time health unit tomorrow, there 
would not be enough qualified pub¬ 
lic health officers to direct them.”

Sen. Westover Denies U. S. 
Has Right to Oil Beaches 


By State Senator Harr.v Westover 

During the 1937 session of the 
state legislature, we devoted a 
good part of our time to various 
oil measures. During discussions 
in the Senate Oil committee, of 
which I was a member, and al.so 
upon the floor, the question of the 
intere.st which the federal govern¬ 
ment had in the tide lands of Cali¬ 
fornia. received some attention. 
As this matter was of great im¬ 
portance to Orange county, I gave 
it more than casual study. 

California ha.s a rather peculiar 
history, as far as statehoofi is 
concerned. California did not be- ! 
come a state in the regular couiese i 
of procedure, but was admitted . 
into the union, “full bloom and | 
full grown,’’ without the usual ; 
formative period. i 

At the outbreak of the war with 
Me.xico, the United State.s took 
posse.ssion of the coast cities of 
California a n d gradually cx-1 
tended its occupation inland. From ' 
July 1846, until news arrived of i 
the peace with Mexico, the oc-1 
cupied territory remained under: 
one military governor after an- j 
other, each one of whom conti! -j 
ued to promise the c.stablishmcnt 
of civil rule. The congre.ss of the 
United States, however, failed to, 
take any action. Certain members 
of congre.ss had until that time, 
felt that tbs territory of Califor¬ 
nia was hardly worth having, and 
could not foresee the building of a, 
vast empire along the Pacific 
coast. 

In December, 1848, meetings of 
citizens in various towns in the 
northern part of California, urged 
the establishment of an effective 
civil government, and recom¬ 
mended the calling of a conven¬ 
tion. General Riley, the then act¬ 
ing governor, called a convention 
which met Sept. 1, 1849, and 

framed a constitution for a new 
.state, rejecting the propo.sal to 
form a territorial government. On 
Oct. 12, 1849, General Riley pro¬ 
claimed the propo.scd constitution, 
which was adopted by the people 
the following month. 

At the same election, the people 
elected the first governor of Cali¬ 
fornia, Peter H. Burnett- and 
memhers of the legi.slature. The 
legislature so elected, a.ssembled 
at San Jose. Dec. 15, 1849, and | 
on Dec. 20, 1849, General Riley by | 
proclamation, delivered the civil 
government into the hands of the j 
duly elected agents of the newly 
organizerl state. The senators and . 
repre.sentatives to congre.s.s, ile-1 
parted for Washington, but when j 
they arrived they found they were ! 
not wanted, and were denied rec¬ 
ognition. On March 12, 1850, they] 
presented a “memorial" to con-j 
gre.s.s, by which they presented in 
a formal manner, "the request of 
tlie state of California for admis¬ 
sion into the American Union." ! 

After considerable ojjpositlon on 
the part of certain members of, 
congre.ss, an act of admission wiisi 
approved on Sept. 5, 1850, 'Hiis 
act, which taken with the Califor-, 
nia constitution of 1849, may be; 
•said to constitute the charter of 
the state. 

California was originally a 
Spanish province. Later it btcaine 
a provir»ce of Mexico. The terri¬ 
tory was wrested from the pos.se.s- 
sion of the Mexicans during the 
Mexican war. On July 1.5. 1846, 
the California republic was pro-’ 
claimed and William H. Ido be¬ 
came Its first pre.sident. latter 
the state government was or¬ 
ganized. 

With few exception.s. the vari¬ 
ous state.s of the nation have been 
eaived out of territory then be¬ 
longing to the federal goven ment. 
In Other words, the federal gnvfe- 
ment was the owner of (lie teni- 
*ory and “gave" the territory to 
Uie ..trioiis .«t ites Tn California, 
the converse is true. The state 
was not carved out of territory 
belonging to the federal govern¬ 
ment. In fart, the .state of Cali¬ 
fornia gave its territory to the 
federal government.

Conseqiiontly it will be .seen that 
the federal government never | 
owned the tide lands of the state ‘ 


of California. Unless .somewhert 
in the history of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia, the .state dedicated anc 
gave to the federal government, its 
tide lands, it still owns them. As 
far as I have been able to find, 
the tide land.s of California have 
never been specifically dedicated 
to the federal government. 

In the light of the peculiar cir- 
ciim.stances surrounding the admi.s- 
.sion of California into the federal 
union, I have come to the conclu¬ 
sion that the .state of California, 
still owns its tide land.s and that 
the federal government cannot 
maintain any valid claim thereto. 
The attorney general of the stale 
of California has recently pro- 
tc.sted against the re.sultation now 
before congre.s.s, upon the grounds 
that federal goveiiiment ha.s no 
interest in the .state tide lands. At 
one time, I understand that the 
United State.s attorney general's 
office ruled that it was doubtful 
if the fefleral government could 
maintain it.s title to the tide land.s 
of California, However, if the 
re.solution now before congress, i.s 
pas.sed, extensive litigation will 
result between the federal govern¬ 
ment, the state and private owners, 
relative to the ownership of the 
California tide lands. 

This matter is of greater im¬ 
portance to llie people of Orange 
county, inasmuch us the Hunting- 
ton Beach oil pool i.s located upon 
tide lands, and if the federal gov¬ 
ernment succeeds in maintaining 
its po.sition relative to ownership, 
it will probably atop the drilling of 
oil from the pool by operators who 
have wells cither in the pool or 
adjacent thereto.
